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Steep CSU tuition fees more expensive than Harvard

The cost of attending Harvard might 
actually be a more affordable option 
' than going to a Cal State University

school, according to an article from 
the Bay Area News Group. 

Due to increasing tuition costs for 
CSU enrollment, and the large amount 
of financial aid given by top private 
schools, Harvard has become an eco- 
nomically feasible possibility for mid- 
dle-class students. : 

According to data collected by the 
Bay Area News Group, a California 
centralized newspaper company, the 
on-campus living and tuition expens- 
es for a freshman ffom a household 
of four, earning $130,000 annually, 
would be roughly $7,000 more ex- 
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pensive per year at a Cal State than it 
would be at Harvard. 

Alexander Stewart, a business ma- 
jor, said he would have explored the 
option of attending a private school 
further, had he known it could have ul-- 
timately been more affordable. 

“T went to [Cal State]-Long Beach 
because, at 24, I got full financial aid,” 
Stewart said. “If I have to pay all this 
money for a Cal State, I'd rather go to 
a private school and get a degree that 
would be more recognizable.” 

CSU spokesman Erik Fallis said that

BOT meeting protester pleads not guilty 


Seth Newmeyer faces 
failure to disperse, 

$32,000 vandalism 

misdemeanor charges.

In November, students gathered out- 
side of the Cal State University Board 
of Trustees meeting in Long Beach to 
protest a 9 percent tuition increase, and 
University of California, Los Angeles 
sophomore Seth Newmeyer stood with 
them. 3 : 

Now — nearly four months later — 
Newmeyer stood before a court judge 
instead. 

The Long Beach City Prosecutor has 
filed two misdemeanor charges against 
Newmeyer, including failure to dis- 
perse and a $32,000 vandalism charge 


— the cost to replace a glass door bro- 
ken at the protest. 

In his arraignment on Tuesday at 
the Long Beach Superior Courthouse, 
Newmeyer pleaded not guilty to the 
charges. 

Newmeyer said he is unable to afford 
a lawyer to represent him in court, so he 
applied for a public defender. 

However, the results were not what 
he expected. 

“The public defender] didn’t really 
know what was going on with the case,” 
he said. “He had no idea what this case 
was really about.” 

Newmeyer attributed this to the 
hundreds: of cases public. defenders are 
assigned at a time, making them dis- 


tracted and less able to represent their - 


clients adequately. 


' “The situation is a lot worse than I - 


had anticipated and hoped for,’ New- 
meyer said. 

If found guilty of the charges, New- 
meyer will have to reimburse the CSU 
for the cost of replacing the glass door. 

CSU spokesman Erik Fallis told the 


Long Beach Press-Telegram that the 

“door cost more than $32,000 to replace. 
This reflects the price of replacing the 
glass, hardware and assembly of the 
door, he said. 

Newmeyer originally faced four 
charges on the day of his arrest: assault 
and battery on an officer with a deadly 
weapon (the door), vandalism and ob- 
struction of justice. 

He was one of four students arrested 
after the protest turned violent, which 
resulted in the shattering ofa glass door 
that cut a police officer’s arm. 

Newmeyer’s case was given to the 
Los. Angeles County District Attor- 
ney’s Office, which “explicitly rejected 
all of [his] charges” due to video evi- 
dence, Newmeyer said. 

Then in early February, Newmeyer 
received charges from the city prosecu- 
tor, he said. 

In a released document, Newmeyer 
blamed the CSU for instigating these 
charges, saying it pushed the city pros- 
ecutor into pursuing the case. 

According to Fallis, however, the 


such as Harvard can afford to give so 
much financial aid is because of their 
relatively small student population, 
and large endowments.

Students donate less to campaigns 


Current low economic 
status is to blame.

During the 2008 election, President 
Barack Obama rallied students to get 
involved by donating and voting. This 
time around, students are rethinking 
the notion of giving money to cam- 
paigns due to financial situations and 
dire times. ; 

According to  opensecrets.org, 
Obama’s donations from individual 
contributors for the 2008 election 
added up to $656,357,572, compared 
to Republican candidate John McCain, 
who only gained $199,275,171 from in- 
dividual contributions. 

Now, as the economy remains at a 
standstill, students are more reluctant 
to dig into their pockets. 


John Boos, an educational technol- 
ogy graduate student at Cal State Long 
Beach, said he does not have much 
time or money on his hands. He tutors 
students in Bible study when he is not 
studying for his classes. 

Boos said he donates all of his time 
to the students he tutors. However, 
he does not disagree with donating to 
campaigns. 

“If [students] find it is a valhiable 


thing [and] if they believe that poli- 


tics can change the situation, then they 
should donate,” Boos said. 


Francesca Stribling, a psychology 


major, said she would also have to dig 
deep into her pockets to donate. 

“T have not [donated], because of my 

current economic situation,” Stribling 
said. 

Nilan Chaturvedi, a nie science 
professor, said it might be more diffi- 
cult for students to donate, consider- 
ing the typical low income of students. 
However, he said that donating creates 
good citizenship and lets Americans 
take advantage of democracy. 
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“In formal political parties, we don’t 
see forms of participation among young 
people,” Chaturvedi said. “You want to 
see participation out of citizens as a 
whole.” 

CSULB political science professor 
Ron Schmidt said students should be 


active in politics, even if it does not in- 


volve donating hard cash. He said there 
are a lot of ways to donate. 

Schmidt also said he believes that the 
campaigns should one day be publicly 
funded in order to close the gap be- 
tween the rich and the poor. 

“The rich get a huge advantage by 
campaigns,” Schmidt said. “Now, bil- 
lionaires are putting in huge amounts.” 

Elsa Liaberg, a Swedish internation- 
al student, said the campaigns from her 
country are generally publicly funded. 

She said that campaigns in America 
differ from those in Sweden, which are 
mostly not funded by citizens. 

“Your politicians go to the extreme,” 
Liaberg said. “[In Sweden] campaigns 
are mostly government funded ... and 
the donations are not as much.”

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Last week,*social networking sites 
blew up with status updates, tweets 
and reblogs all saying the same thing — 
“Make Kony Famous.” The Kony 2012 
movement 
came 
out of 
nowhere 
and quickly dominated Facebook | 
newsfeeds and Twitter’s trending 
topics. Everyone was talking about 
the 30-minute video that centered 
on a Ugandan warlord who kidnaps 
children and forces them to become 
child soldiers and sex slaves. Invisible 
Children, a charity organization dedi- 
cated to raising awareness of Joseph 
Kony and the Lord’s Resistance Army, 
produced the video. 

Invisible Children was established 
in 2005 and has steadily worked 
toward raising awareness of the plight 
of children in central Africa. Up 
until releasing the Kony video, Invis- 
ible Children had not received such 
worldwide press. The efforts to end the 
LRA are admirable, but people need 
to remember that updating a Facebook 
status is not enough to bring an end to 
the atrocities Kony has committed. 

Invisible Children is a great or- 
ganization when it comes to raising 
awareness. They use the donations 
they receive to fund more videos and 
merchandise and their web site is full 
of information on Kony and the LRA’s 
actions today, but we should not expect 
them to do anything more than that. 

Since, the release of the Kony video, 
there has been a lot of backlash against

It would be foolish to expect a charity 
group from San Diego to put an end to something that has been go- 
ing on for years, though. Kony has failed to sign peace agreements ~ 
in the past; a non-profit is not going to change that. .

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‘Silent House’ 
film screams 
horrendous 


The movie is a cliché 
letdown, and a waste 
of time and money.

The recent trend of ultra-haunted 
house films trudges on once more with 
Chris Kentis’ film, “Silent House.” 

The remake of a 2010 Uruguayan- 
movie of the same name throws viewers 
into the middle of a family’s renovation 
project of their mostly-abandoned lake 
side house. 

The film is told from the perspective 
of a young adult named Sarah (Eliza- 
beth Olsen). Olsen is the sister and ex- 
act replica of Mary-Kate and Ashley 
Olsen. While Sarah’s dad, John (Adam 
Trese), and her uncle, Peter (Eric Shef- 
fer Stevens), bicker as they complete the 
brunt of the hard labor in the boarded- 
up shack, Sarah helps by wandering 
around oddly with candles and trying to 
remember her childhood at their sum- 
mer retreat, to no avail. 

From there, the story advances to 
the “scary” part. John seemingly dis- 
appears, presumably working, and Pe- 
ter leaves in his truck while a skittish 
Sarah pokes around her old room. The

obligatory horror film’s lengths of si- 
lence, shattered by unexplained crashes 
and booms in adjacent rooms, make for 
a thick tenseness 
in the film that 
lingers for longer 
than necessary. It’s 
a cheap trick that 
relies more on the 
stress of the viewer 
than a genuinely 
scary story. 
Eventually, after 
seeing figures of 
people appearing 
to chase her, Sarah 
stumbles across 
her dad’s.almost-dead body in the attic, 
complete with a bloody head wound. 
“What have they. done to you?” Sara 
sobs, referring to God-knows-who — or 
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what — “they” are. 
The majority of the movie is spent 
chronicling Sarah’s failed attempts to 


break through 
the plywood 
that obstructs 


the house’s win- 
dows in effort to 
seek help. 

What Olsen 
does well is ex- 
press the  scat- 
tered emotions 
of someone being 
eaten alive by a 
creepy old house. 
Audiences root 
for her to find an escape or a key to any 
one of the house’s padlocks that were put 


on every exit to prevent squatters, leaving | 


her no clear exit.

The unexplained spooky elements 
grow old fast, though. Moviegoers who 
want a quick explanation for loud noises 
or scary shadows will be disappointed. 
This film fails to elaborate on anything 
while tossing in more elements, making 
major “What the heck?” moments that 
perplex and frustrate. 

The final act of the movie puts to- 
gether most of the pieces of the mystery 
while adding a few more, just before 
offering a solution to all of the film’s 
occurrences that essentially undoes ev- 
erything remotely scary about the plot. 

Endlessly typical and striving to 
shock viewers with the final explana- 
tion after an hour and 28 minutes of 
messy storytelling, this film fails to im- 
press, leaving only the wasted cost of a 
movie ticket to haunt viewers long after 
they’ve headed home.

Mexico as No. 12 seed 


The 49ers will make 
their first NCAA e 
tournament appearance 
since 2007.

Two rows of seats awaited the Long 
Beach State men’s basketball team ina 
private room at Legends Sports Bar on 
Selection Sunday. 

The first row, designated for LBSU 
head coach Dan Monson and the 
seniors, was strategically placed in front 
of two flat-screen televisions. 

Photographers and news cameras 
covered what was left of the available 
space, waiting for the 49ers reaction to 
who they would be facing in the second 
round of the NCAA tournament as the 
rest of the team filled in the second row. 

Cheering ensued when the room 
packed full of 49er players, coaches, 
wives, and staff heard the news 
— a 12th-seeded Long Beach State 
would be pitted against a fifth- 
seeded University of New Mexico. 

After the three years of heartbreak, 
the road continues beyond the Big 
West tournament for the 49ers who 
will face New Mexico in the second 
round of the NCAA tournament on 
Thursday in Portland, Ore. at a time to 


be determined. 

Monson said his team is just happy 
that they got in the tournament: 

“We’re excited that we’re in,” he 
said. “We’ve played enough teams to 
know that it doesn’t matter what the 
jerseys say, we’re gonna play a quality 
team, and we know that they are one of 
those.” 

He added: “Our guys are familiar 
with their players, Kendall Williams 
[Lobos sophomore guard] was a kid we 
recruited pretty hard, and we played 
against him [Lobos forward Drew 
Gordon] in his last season [at UCLA], 
they have a lot of respect for them” 

“T think it is a good matchup for us, 
and J think it was a good pick,” Ware 
said. “I think it’s going to be a good 
matchup all-around, and I think we 
could get out of our region.” 

Dervisevic mirrored his teammates 
feeling about the ability to matchup 
nicely with New Mexico. 

“That was a great draw for us,” he 
said. “We’ve watched them play a 
couple times this year, and we’re really 
confident, but we just have to get back 
to work.” 

Robinson said the ‘Niners need to 
play their best in order to come away 
with a victory. 

“We’ve watched them a little bit, so 
hopefully we can play our game and do 
what we do.” 

LBSU advanced to the NCAA 
tournament after sealing a 77-64

game Saturday night in front of a 
crowd of 7,564 at the Honda Center. 
Ware made believers out of the 

pundits, who felt that the Gauchos 
would bounce back with a second 
half comeback after trailing 36-34 at 
halftime, by adding to his legendary 


performance after the break. 


After scoring 14 first half points, 
including dropping in four shots from 
3-point range, Ware continued his 


‘inspired play in the second period, 


draining four more shots from behind 
the arc while finishing with a game- 


high 33 points — exercising the 
demons that UCSB seniors Orlando 
Johnson and James Nunnally have left 
him the last two years. 

The senior was not to be denied. 

LBSU head coach Dan Monson 
said that his past NCAA tournament 
experiences have been headlined by 
his best player. 

“T told Cas [Ware] earlier in the 
week, I’ve got good feelings,” he said. 
“Anytime I’ve been to the NCAA 
tournament, my best player has taken 
me there. I can’t get out of my mind

that you’re gonna do that this weekend. 

Ware said he had to step up his 
leadership with senior guard Larry 
Anderson out due to injury. 

“T knew I had to be more of a leader 
with Larry [Anderson] out,” he said.

Not just 
scoring, if I had to take a charge, I’d 
take a charge. If I had to yell at them 
[teammates], I’d make sure I do that.” 

Ware added: “Anything my team 
needed, I was focused and ready to do 
that.”
